There Is a human hair market 
In the lower Pyrenees held every Fri- 
day. Scores of hair buyers walk up 
and down the village streets, their 
shears dangling from their belts, and 
examine the tresses which the peasant 
girls let down for their inspection. It 
a bargain to struck the hair is cut and 
the money paid on the spot These 
girls have fine hair. Strangely enough, 
peasants often have much better locks 
than highly educated women Civili- 
zation does not seem to care for heavy 
hair. That which Is cut off by

dealer Himself is the best. Dealers can 
easily tell whether the locks offered 
them have been cut or combed out 
They do this by rubbing the hair 
through their fingers. If the hair has 
been cut from the head and has nov 
been misplaced it remains iu the or- 
iginal position. If It has been pulled 
or combed out and put together, re- 
gardless of tne direction in which IT. 
grew, one portion 
will slip to the 


right and another to tiae left. It does 
this because the jagged edges catch 
upon each other and pull in opposite 
directions.

; The corsage was a blouse wiiu a box 
pleat at tbe middle that hooked to the 
-lefc, side. Three dark blue silk frogs 
buttoned across the pleat. It opened 
over a V of dark blue moire, bordered 
by small revers of the same. On each 
Bide of. the pleat there were double rows 
of passementerie, extending from thts 
revers to the narrow.moire-ceinture.

Narrow 
bias folds of deep, heliotrope moire, ar- 
ranged in rounding scallops and fin- 
ished with: narrow^passementerie of the 
same shade, furnished foot trimming. 


The corsage had a plain back, with 


the front arrangeil to give a bolero 
effect. Two strips of the cloth draped 
and crossed over a V of the heliotrope 
moire" foriaecl the rest and brought 
down into the ceinture. Four narrow- 
bias folds of the heliotrope moire were 
arranged in curved lines from the top 
of the bolero to tile under-arm seams. 
Narrow slashed revers of the moire ex- 
tended around the back of the high, 
standing collar of the same moire.
